PREFACE 


In all school subjects there is a growing need for new and 
supplementary materials which will enrich the activities pro- 
vided, increase the range of the activities, and assure broader 
and richer concomitants of learning. This book has been com- 
piled in the hope that it may serve this need in the teaching of 
physical education. 

The contents of this book cover the field of physical educa- 
tion specifically, and also the allied activities—recreation and 
camping. Health and health education activities are touched 
upon only in such a way as to supplement the work of the 
teacher of physical education, who, in some situations, finds 
it necessary to carry on some work in this field. No attempt 
has been made to cover, even in the slightest degree, the field 
of health education. 

All materials listed in this book have been examined or 
tested by the compilers, or have been recommended by expe- 
rienced teachers. In all instances the prices have been care- 
fully checked but, since they are subject to change, it is 
advisable to ascertain the cost before orders are finally placed. 
In many cases school discounts are allowed, as well as special 
discounts for teachers; these discounts are substantial and 
should be considered in ordering materials. 

An effort has been made to list chiefly free and low-priced 
materials. Requests for free material should be accompanied 
by a statement to the effect that the material is for school use. 
Such a statement will insure prompt attention from firms 
which provide much free educational material. 

The blank page at the end of each section provides space 
for listing additional materials, special bibliographies, or ad- 
dresses of local firms handling materials of use to teachers of 
physical education.
